the  truth  for  the  fake  of  fame— fuch  a 
charader  cannot  be  too  much  detefted : 
but  if  by  a  popular  preacher  we  under- 
ftand,  one  who  difeovers  an  attention  to 
his  uthce,  and  an  carneftneft .for  .the 
welfare  of  his  hearers,  in  explaining  the 
dodrincs,  and  inforcing  the  duties  of  re¬ 
ligion,  and  thus  obtains  their  efteem  and 
artedion,  the  dcfignaiion  Ia  higWy  ho¬ 
nourable.  It  is  natural. for  all  ranks  of 
men,  from  the  king  to  the  meaneft  fub* 
jed,  to  wilh  to  be  well  thought  ofpl  ap¬ 
peal  to  the  feelings  of  every  unprejudiced* 
mind.  No  doubt  a  fenfe.  of  Abe  divine 
authority  ought  to  be  the  leading  mo¬

fore.  Perhaps  he  repeated  it  t!ie  more 
boltlly  that  it  was  left  fo  long  unanswer¬ 
ed  *.  That,  however,  1  aflurc  him, 
would  not  have  been  the  cafe,  bad  the' 
fv.ibliiliers  of  the  Scots  Magazine  been  as 
ready  to  give  a  fair  hearing  to  men  of 
diiiVrent  fontiments  as  you  feem  to  be. 

A  direct  refutation  of  the  above  poC- 
tion,  and  a  dedudion  of  its  genuine  con- 
lequences  (which  Mr  Walker,  perhaps, 
ii.  not  fulbciently  aware  of ),  J  defer  to  a 
future  occalion;  and  lhall  at  prefent  take 
2  b  ief  review  of  what  hath  been  ailed- 
ged  by  him  in  conrtrmation  of  it. 

What  proof,  then,  does  he  bring  of  fo 
important  a  dfxftrinc  ?  Soi^e  texts  of  ferip- 
tiirc,  yon  will  fay.  Indeed  I  looked  for 
this  in  the  work  of  an  orthodox  divine, 
who  is  fo  liberal  of  texts  upon  other  oc- 
c  alioiis,  far  lefs  nccelfary;  but  I  looked 
in  rain:  not  one  text  of  Icripture  is  al- 
ledgrd  by  Mr  Walker  in  fupport  of  a 
dodrme,  without  which  his  whole  book 
(fo  far  as  the  prefent  controvtrfy  is  con¬ 
cerned)  falls  to  the  ground.  Do  I  in¬ 
jure  him,  w’hen  I  fay  the  reafon  feems  to 
be,  becaufe  he  was  confeious  no  proof 
from  feriptnre  could  be  brought  for  it  ? 

All  his  proofs,  therefore,  upon  this 
head  (if  they  deferve  the  name  of  proofs), 
are,  and  mull  be  drawn,  not  from  ferip- 
tiire,  but  troin  mere  unenlightened  rea- 
<1)11 ;  and  thus  far  he  joins  ilfut,  though 
undclignedly,  1  dare  lay,  with  our  Deifts 
and  luH  lels,  who  ftrcnuoully  employ 
one  of  thefe  gifts  of  God  to  liibvcrt  the 
authority  and  ufe  of  the  other.  You 
may  fee  thefe  proofs,  reader,  if  you 
pleife,  in  the  Scots  Magazine  for  Ja¬ 
nuary  1768,  P.  II.  and  in  the  Vindica¬ 
tion,  &c.  from  .P.  311— to  315.  I  lhall 
endeavour  to  colled  and  enumerate 
them.  They  arc  thefe  :  “  That  the  dc- 
fign  ot  a  left  additional  to  the  feriptures, 
is  to  diftinguifh  between  found  believers 
and  erroneous  Chriftians;  that  men  may 
receive  the  words,  and  yet  rejed  th«

fenfe  of  the  infplred  writers;  an  inco«* 
venience  which  is  confelltd;  at  the  faoie 
time,  no  words  can  poflibly  be  contrived 
foas  to  guard  againll  it;  that  men  may 
be  found  wicked  enough  to  prevaricate 
deUbeiately  upon  oath,  as  in  the  inftance 
of  8  'tlboa  in  Spain  ;  that  cafc.s  may  be 
fuppofed  or  produced,  wiitrein  men  in¬ 
terpret  texts  of  Icripture  abiurdly,  or  in 
a  feme  different  from  that. which  af  pears 
right  to  Mr  Walker  and  his  fwends; 
that  his  antagonill  himielf  allows  of 
fomething  being  added  to  the  icriptures 
in  certain  cafes,  as  a  tell  of  religious 
truth;  and,  laftly,  that,  without  fuch 
left.  Popery,  ami  the  Greek  churches, 
and  all  the  molt  erroneous  of  the  Protc- 
llant  feds,  would  be  intitlcd  to  the  fame 
cncourAgeinent  among  us  wiUi  the  or« 
Ihodox,” 

Thefe  are  all  the  propofilions  1  can 
find  in  the  places  .ibovc  referred  to,  that 
leem  to  he  advanced  as  proofs  of  the 
point  in  hand;  and  upon  thefe  ground# 
it  h  that  Mr  Walker  concludes  for  the 
nccv?<r)ty  of  a  tell  of  true  religion,  diffe¬ 
rent  from  the  feriptures,  and  additional 
to  it :  But  let  the  reader  judge  whether, 
luppofing  them  all  to  be.  true,  they 
amount  to  any  thing  like  a  proof  of  it. 

I  do  not  intend  to  fpend  time  and 
words  upon  each  of  them.  That  is  al¬ 
together  fiiperfluous*  Some  of  them 
carry  their  confutation  in  their  own  bo- 
fom  ;  others  arc  as  much  to  the  purpoTe 
as  the  refolutions  of  the  American  con- 
grefs.  I  lhall  offer  a  few  words  only  on 
the  hrft  acd  tail  of  them  as  the  mod 
plauUbte. 

That  the  declared  intention  of  religi-  . 
ous  lefts  additional  to  the  feriptures,  in 
thefe  times,  is  to  diftinguilb  found  belie-  . 
vers  from  erroneous  Chriftians,  wc  have 
often  heard,  and  can  hardly  forget ;  tho*^ 

1  mull  obferve,  by  the  bye,  .that  this  is 
turning  Confeflions  of  Faith  to  a  very 
different  ulc  from  what  they  were  origu 
naliy  intended  for  among  Proteftants. 
When  Luther,  in  the  year  1^37.  laid  hit 
articles  of  concord  before  the  Proteftant 
dates  at  S  nalcald,  he  thus  declared  bit 
fentiments  in  favour  of  liberty:  **  Thefe 
articles  (faid  he)  wc  are  fir  from  iffuing 
out  as  drid  injundtioiu  (this  would  be 
reviving  the  Popifh  decretals),  but  only 
as  a  tedimony  aod  declaration  of  our  be¬ 
lief.**  And  when  the  divines  in  the  Low 
Countries  ftrft  drew  up  a  confeHion  of 
the  Proteftant  faith,  it  it  declared,  **  that 
poQc  who  were  coo^oc;^  la 


fipncd  it  Aft  a  rule  of  faith  to  other?,  but 
only  for  a  tcriptural  proof  or  evidence  of 
what  they  thennVIves  believed  f Nay, 
even  l)r  Tuckney,  one  of  the  mennbcrs 
of  the  Wcftminllicr  aflembiy  of  divines, 
and  none  of  the  lead  ripid  of  them,  af- 
fc»ts,  in  anfwer  to  the  imputation  of  im- 
pofing  on  others  any  human  inle’^prcta- 
tions  of  fcripiuve,  “  that  in  the  alRmbly 
he  pave  In.-  vote  with  other?.  Hut  the 
Confellion  of  Faith,  put  out  by  autKori- 
ty,  Ihould  not  be  tworn  or  fubiciihe«l  to, 
they  havliip  been  burnt  in  the  hii.d  in 
that  kind  before,  bat  fo  as  not  to  be  pub¬ 
licly  preached  or  written  apainft  J.”  Fly 
all  which  it  \vot»ld  appear  (not  to 
fion  other  inftre»:ccs  ef  ulc  in  the  pre- 
fent  argument),  that  ConrtiTu)i'S  (  f  Faltij, 
in  forrrer  times,  were  no  more  than  vo¬ 
luntary  declarations  of  the  faith  <>f  their 
coir.pofers,  and  others  who  chofc  to  ir-jr' 
v’itii  them  therein  ;  or  at  m  '>  i’  \\  tin  y 
avert,  confulertd  only  ?rticks  of  pub¬ 
lic  peace:  whereas  now  they  are  teft?, 
fo!  ioo:h,  more  proper  than  the  Bibhw  it- 
felf  for  diftinguilhing  between  true  5. id 
falfc  religion;  and  a  fubfeription  to  their 
infallible  truth  is  impofed  on  all  who 
nipire  to  certain  offices  in  the  country. 
But  let  the  delign  of  Ihefe  tells  be  what 
it  will,  is  that  a  proof  that  the  facred 
fcriptiires  arc  an  infunTicient  left  of  true 
religion  ;  or  that  any  human  compofure 
is  .nore  fr.ffioient  for  tiiai  pur  pole  than 
they?  I  pretuir.e  few  who  have  any  re¬ 
mains  of  Chriliian  faith  in  them  will 
think  or  fay  fo. 

In  anfwer  to  the  laft  argument,  which 
i«  propcied  mod  fully  in  the  letter  fign- 
ed  P hilaicthts,  in  the  Scots  M.^g.4zine 
for  Jantiarv  1768,  now  owned  and  vindi¬ 
cated  by  Ml  Walker,  I  would  obferve,

cidrt  to  prevent  the  fore- mentioned  ef. 
Feels:  Surely  this  is  not  logical.  The 
pieroirTes  do  by  no  means  contain  the 
crinclufion.  Tilde  extraneous  eventi 
cannot  afl'ccl  the  nature  and  charadter  of 
the  fciipl'jres,  or  the  lentiments  that 
ruirht  Ui  be  entertained  concerning  them* 
and,  whatever  public  tucouragcmciit  the 
fedls  are  intilled  to  in  this,  or  any  * 
other  country,  the  feriptures  maybe  per. 
fcvl  for  all  that.  y, 

Lnt,  if/Zy,  1  fay  (.and  it  gives  me  pain* 
to  fay  it)  that  the  fadts  alledgcd  in  this 
argument  are  not  truly  or  fairly  dated, 
w  hether  fiom  ignoraiiceor  dtftgn  I  leave 
Mt  Waiktr  to  determine.  Mud  people, 
w’l'.o  know  any  tiling  of  Popery,  know 
iltal,  though  the  Papids  receive  the 
Itihlc,  Ihiy  arc  not  content  with  it  alone 
fur  the  rule  of  their  laith  and  tnanncri, 
but  take  in  alfo  the  greateft  part  of  the 
Apocrypha,  the  decrees  oi  Popes  and 
councils,  .and  unwritten  tradition:  And 
'is  not  this  the  great  fubje^t  of  contro* 
vcify  between  them  and  the  Proleftants? 
The  like  may  piob.ably  be-  faid  of  the 
C  rccii  and  oriet-ta,!  churches,  though  {. 
am  not  lo  well  acquainted  with  their 
principles.  At  lead  they  were  difpoted 
antientl)  to  lay  as  ninth  itrefs  on  .the 
decrees  of  fynr.ds  and  councils  as  the 
Pipids.  The  Q^iakers  alfo  are  laid  to 
exalt  what  they  call  the  within 

•  above  the  written  word.  If,  therefore, 
none  of  ihcfe  denominations  are  content 
wiiti  the  Bible  alone  for  the  rule  of  Ibcit 
religion,  they  may  be  fit  enough  for 
holding  communion  with  Mr  Walker 
and  his  friends;  bteaufe,  W’hile  they  re¬ 
ceive  the  Bible  in  foinc  fort,  they  agree 
with  him  in  contending  for  the  infudi- 
ciency  of  it  as  a  rule  of  religion ;  but  I 
do  not  fee  how  any  of  them  couUl,  upoat 
the  principles  ol  hli  opponents,'^  be  fairlj^ 
intided  t(»  the  public  emolunncnts  allot¬ 
ted  bir  the  miniUiis  ot  this  church,  flnce 
none  of  them  could  honeflly  declare  that 
they  Fielieved  the  holy  feriptures  to^bc 
the  only  rule  of  ihcir  lailh  and  manners; 
or,  if  they  ctmld  hr  ndliy  declare  .that,

wilii  him  to  learn.  They  arc  hated  by 
the  people,  for  the  fame  reafon  that  the 
llVaclites  detclled  their  Egyptian  talk* 
mailers;  they  require  them  to  be  virtu¬ 
ous,  whim  they  vvilh-hold  from  them 
the  only  means  of  being  fo. 

Your  wife  correfpondent  makes  a 
mighty  parade  of  the  pcrfecution  fuffered 
by  his  darling  unpopular  clergy.  The 
poor  people  arc  their  cruel  perfecutors. 
iiappy  for  thefe  men  of  rci^litudc,  the 
hatred  of  their  Hocks  hath  a  countcfr 
poife  in  the  favour  and  careH'es  of  bucks, 
bloods,  and  unbelievers,  who  want  nei¬ 
ther  power  nor  will  to  promote  them* 
Whim  they  balk  in  the  funiliine  of  the 
prca»,  they  can  defpile  the  gloom  of  ao 
impotent  and  difappointed  people,  who 
are  compelled  to  feek  relief,  from  the  in- 
folent  contempt  they  fnHer,  among  thofe 
who  are  not  always  provided  for  their 
reception. 

But  is  this  fame  egregious  mode  of 
treating  with  contempt  the  common 
people,  iuHiftable  upon  the  principles,  I 
fiy  iu)i  of  religion,  but  of  found  policy, 
or  common  Icnfe?  Ait  not  our  poJitc 
clergy  confeious,  that  their  behaviour  to 
the  people  committed  to  their  charge,  is 
both  mean  and  illiberal?  Ought  they  to 
be  ufed  as  if  they  belonged  to  an  inferior 
fpccies  of  being? — As  if  many  of  thefe 
lordly  church-men  had  not,  the  other 
day,  fprung  from  the  fame  plebeian  Hock 
-~A8  if  they  themfeivcs  could  have  any 
cxiftcncc,  as  any  order  (tf  men,  if  the’ 
people  did  not  dill  retain  fomc  remain¬ 
ing  veneration  for  the  facred  oflicci 
They  may  hold  it  for  a  certain  fadt,  that 
their  betters,  among  the  laity  of  rank 
and  difeernment,  look  with  fincere  con¬ 
tempt  upon  Ihofc  of  the  clergy  who  vili¬ 
fy  the  people,  and  labour  to  break  that 
connexion  with  tlwin,  which  heretofore 
bellowed  upon  their  prdcr  that  confe- 
quence  they  held  in  the  com rnon weal* h. 

Your  con cfper dent’s  reafonings  fc- 
fpeding  liberty  fmill  rank  of  the  place 
of  his  refidcnce:  But  arc  the  principles 
he  avows,  how  confoiianl  luever  to  the 
poipofci  of  hit  promotion,  worthy  a. 
lubjc^  of  the  Britilh  conditulion  ?  Is  not 
VoL,  XXVllL 
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liberty  ciTcatial  to  the  profperltf  of  fo« 
cieties,  and  the  happioe ft  of  individuals  f 
What  it  life  without  liberty  ?  Liberlf, 
the  birth-right  of  Britons  !  Will  any  a- 
mong  us,  who  it  not  a  Cappadocian  bf 
extra«!^lion,  p-^fer  the  domination  of 
one,  to  the  free  choice  of  a  rcfpetStabIc 
body  of  men  ?  Liberty  confidt  not  in  be¬ 
ing  governed  by  one,  or  any  number  of 
men,  but  by  faluiary  laws  known  to  alU 

When  liberty  was  redored  to  Britain^ 
a  law  was  enabled  veiling  the  right  of 
election  of  a  mitiider  in  a  rcfpc^tablc  bo* 
dy  of  men,  the  reprefentativet  of  the  pa- 
rilh.  This  law  never  was  refciitdcd.-^ 
Not  even  then,  when  the  Tory  influence 
procured  the  reftoration  of  the  right  of 
patronage,  with  a  view  to  the  fuppref- 
lion,  not  only  of  preibytery  only,  but  of 
the  Pfoteftant  intcred.  Both  laws  are 
dill  ill  force  ;  nor  arc  they  incompatible:’ 
the  patron  may  prefent;*  the  heritorf 
have  right  to  clc^t.  if  this  refpedtable 
body  judge  the  prefeatce  difqualitied  la 
any  rtfpeift  for  thc>  charge,  the  patron 
mud  prefent  another,  or  be  complctelf 
odious:  and  ii^  his  fecond  prefentee  fhall 
alfo  be  rejei^ed,  it  is  ftill  the  duty  of  the 
patron  to  oficr  another,  till  the  body  of 
men,  legally  authorized,  ihall  give  their 
fandlion  by  calling  him  to  the  oflice  of 
the  minidry  among  them. 

If  the  rulers  of  the  church  had  been  at 
tenacious  of  their  rights  as  obfequious 
to  the  will  of  thofe  that  could  promote 
them,  they  could  have  fccurcd  to  the  e- 
lectors  their  rights  without  any  infringe¬ 
ment  of  the  title  of  the  patron  to  prefent* 
If,  when  a  legal  call  could  not  be  obtain¬ 
ed,  the  ecclebadical  courts  had  periided 
in  requeding  the  patron  to  prefent  ano¬ 
ther,  who  might  be  the  choice  of  the  le** 
gal  delators,  prefentations  woOld  not  be 
given  as  freely  as  an  oflice  in  the  exciie— • 
prefentations  had  not  been  bought, and* 
fold— prefentations  had  been  *  granted, 
and  accepted  with  caution — probationers 
had  been  careful  to  qualify  thcmfelves 
for  the  duties  of  their  omce;  had  known 
the  importance,  to  their  preferment,  of 
the  edimation  of  men  of  difeernment, 
and  had  felt  the  neceflity  of  conducing 
themfelves  with  circutnfpe^ion,  and  the 
regards  due  to  the  intereds  of  religion. 

Much  dill  remains  in  the  power  of  ec- 
clefiadicai  courts,  were  they  difpofed  to 
exert  it.  What  pity  is  it  that  they 
fbould  perfld  in  mesforet’fobverfive  of 
Ibemfelvcs-— of  the  conftUotion— of  rcH*  * 
gioD  I  1  faj  of  religion ;  for,  till  tlx  cas^ 
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didatcs  for  the  miniftry  fee  and  feel  that 
prudence,  lilerature,  and  piety,  are  cf- 
lentiiil  to  their  promotion,  many  of 
them  will  remain  rcgardlefs  of  the  ob* 
ieCK  of  their  vocal i«>n.  Upon  the  pre- 
ieni  phn  of  procedure,  the  qaeltion  is 
i^ot  whether  an  expedant  pcfi'cfl'cs  eflen* 
tial  qualifications,  bat  if  he  has  any  in- 
K*ic/i  in  a  burgh  with  a  voter  for  a 
member  t»t  parliament,  or  haa  earned  a 
prelcntation  as  Jacob  did  his  w’ife. 

Your  correlpondeoi  combats  a  man 
of  draw,  when  he  contends  againft  the 
pow  er  of  the  people  to  eleiFt.  If  the  le¬ 
gal  electors  arc  fatiEficd,  the  people  will 
acqoiefce.  The  contrary  fuppofition  in¬ 
fer^  a  rtfleiftiun  againtt  the  gentlemen 
which  good  breeding  forbids  us  to  make. 
Popular  commotioiift  aie,  indeed,  the 
concomiiant.i  of  liberty;  bat  who 
would  n<  t  p'cfer  being  a  citiztn  of  A- 
thens  or  U  »me,  in  the  days  of  their  li¬ 
ber  *’t,-  w’lth  all  th«ir  fa ion 8  and  tu- 
multi,  t(rb-ingthe  lubjc^t  •f  that  defpo* 
tifm,whichin  the  e  citiet  now  reigns  ma- 
bgnant  in  fuller  triumph?  Tl\ccoi'fiiiu* 
^ion  of  our  church  is  republican;  The 
law  patronage,  arbitrarily  adminiftia- 
ted,  hears  the  ttimp  of  that  mint  ot  ty¬ 
ranny  where  it  was  origintlly  forgtd. 
N.*r  would  fneh  a  mode  of  adminftra- 
tinn  have  ever  taken  place  in  the  chu/ch, 
if  tlie  clergy  alone  had  been  her  conduc- 
tors — if  the  under- agent*  of  power,  and 
the  partisans  of  certain  inferior  gentry, 
had  not  obtained  the  alcendant  in  our 
allemblies.  Now,  when  the  inlhumcnis 
®f  domination  ulurp  the  power  of  ma- 
nagmg  the  private  ;>ropeities  of  the  cler¬ 
gy,  to  the  detriment  of  a  fund  facred  to* 
the  moll  pious  pm pofes,  it  is  time  for 
the  clergy  to  examine  the  tendency  of 
their  own  prenreedings.

fped.  Your  ill  manners,  Ibrdidnfdlija^ 
cruelty  throughout  the  affair, 
dcfcription.  Had  you  exifled  in  Shalfc-. 
fpeare’s  Jays,  his  charader  of 
might  have  been  much  heightened. ‘  'Tlfc’ 
Jew  would  have  the  money  orrtie'rtdl#i 
life;  but  you,  a  Chriftian,  arC'ddt’Wh* 
tented  without  having  biatb,' 
additional  gratification  of  dtprifiUg  Rc 
and  three  infants  of  fubfifteucCrl

The  chief  properties  that^cooftltutd 
the  excellence  of  a  hedge,  are  ilrengt)| 
and  clofcnefs— 7— Now,  a  hedgc^can  bg 
madcflrong  by  nothing  elfc  than  the, vt« 
gour  and  fixe  of  the  principal  ftemt  of 
which  it  is  compofed.  But  it  is  evidear^ 
that  by  cutting  the  tops  of  all  ttie  radical 
ihoots,  each  of  them  is  foroed  to  lend 
out  a  great  many  fmaller  onef.'ts  a 
pollard 'tree;  and  each 'of  thefe  fmali 
ftems  being  cut  again  and'agiin,'  are  (ll* 
vided  into  flill  fmaller  and  mor^  ntiiAC^ 
rous  ramlBcations,  till  the  mimberl  of 
thefe  are  increafed  to  fuch  a  degree,  and 
their  lizc,of  conlcquencc,  Co-ihiigb  dimiv', 
nifhrd,  that  the  hedge  naap  be  (aid  ta 
confift  intircly  of* an  indnite  nninbcr  of 
fmall  twigs,  dofely  interwoven  with  one 
another,  which  have  not  fiiflSctent 
ftrength  to  make  any  confiderable  veBI^ 
tance  to  afurtoas  bull,  who  will  caljlf 
break  throiigh  any  part  ,of  liicb  a  be<|gc 
that- he  may  chance  to  attldcy  hosvrvef'' 
clofi^  it  may  in  appearance  be*  But  if| 
ioBcad  of  bciug  cut  ia  the  top,  thq 
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thorn  be  allowed  to  advance  upwards  make  that  part  of  tt  iocreart!  in 


without  iny  interruption,  its  ft'cm,  like 
that  of  any  other  tree,  will  continue  to 
increafe  in  ftze  and  ftrength,  and  in  a 
Ihort  time  become  to  large  as  to  be  able 
to  refift  the  whole  force  of  any  animal 
that  we  can  have  oceafion  to  fear.  They 
even,  in  time,  become  fo  large  as  to  oc¬ 
cupy  almoil  the  whoje  fpace  that  was 
originally  left  between  the  plants,  fo  as 
to  form  a  folid  vegetable  wall  (if  I  may 
life  that  exprelTion),  which  is  almoft  ira- 
poffible  for  any  force  to  overturn.  It  is, 
therefore,  obvious,  that  cutting  the  top 
•f  a  hedge  when  young,  tends  grcaily  to 
diminifli  the  ftrenglh  thereof. 

It  will,  perhaps,  be  a  more  difficult 
talk  to  convince  the  reader,  that  this 
pra^ice  likewife  tends  to  diminiOi  the 
thicknefs  of  the  hedge:  although,  I  flat¬ 
ter  myfclf,  that  1  (hall  be  able  todcoaun- 
ftrate  this  as  clearly  as  the  other. 

When  the  principal  Item  of  any  tree  is 
cut  over,  the  fap  that  would  have  gone 
to  increafe  the  fize  of  its  top,  being  ft')pt 
in  its  alceni,  forces  out  a  great  many 
fhoots  all  round  the  ftem,  immedi  Ucly 
below  the  place  where  it  has  been  cut  o- 
vcr.  And,  when  this  is  the  cafe  with  a 
hedge,  the  number  of  (hoots  that  arc 
there  crowded  uigetber,  draw  the  Tap  lo 
powerfully  to  that  place,  and  occafiun 
fuch  a  deep  (hade  below  it,  that  ?II  the 
horizontal  fhoots  that  had  Tprung  out 
from  the  ftem  near  the  roots,  being  de- 
jprived  of  their  nburifhment  and  the  in¬ 
fluences  of  the  air,  are  checked  in  their 
growth,  and  1n  a  fhort  time  totally  pe- 
rifh;  leaving  the  ftem  at  the  root  quite 
baked  and  bare  And,  as  there  are, 
from  that  period,  no  branches  fpringing 
immediately  fr  m  the  under  part  of  lhe 
(lem,  to  detain  the  fap  in  its  paifage,  and 

•  As  thdfe  who  have  not  paid  much  atten*

The  principal  ofc  of  the  branches  of  a 
tree  is  lo  pnnrp  up  the  lap  from  the  roofs, 
and  diftributc  it  properly  t hr*. ugh  the  whole 
pbnt  ;  that  the  health  of  the  tree,  and  form 
ef  thi  trunk,  in  a  gicat  zneafurc  depend 
upon  the  proper  arrangeiucnt  of  tl  -lie  — E- 
^ery  braiich  car  tics  off  !iom  the  ften'  a  part  of 
ihi  M'»uru>mcnt  that  is  imbili <5  bytSc  roots; 
and  ilihci:,  h,  in  its  pafTage,  it  fer^es  to  ang- 
mei:i  the  l:ic  of  that  part  of  the  it-m  that  is 
^s!cw  it,  yet  the  parts  that  a:c  above  it  rc- 


there  cnnliiiues  fmall  and  wcatkiy ;  whiles 
the  top  continuidg  to  advance  with  luia- 
riance,  becomes  fo  Urge  and  weighty  n 
to  be  withdifficotly  fupported  by  the(e 
fmall  naked  fhankv,  which  gr.tdually  be¬ 
come  barer  and  barer  every  year.  But 
every  one  knows,  that  if  the  bottom  of  a 
hedge  is  open,  it  is  of  very  little  conic. 
quence  whether  it  be  clofe  abonre  or  not; 
and,  I  leave  it  to  be  determined  by  e«- 
periencf,  whether  this  is  not,  iip  generil, 
the  condition  of  hedges  which  bave  beeh 

I 

ccivc  no  addition  from  the  fap  that  is  pun- 
ped  up  by  this  branch  :  fu  that  if  fome  bran¬ 
ches  are  allowed  to  remain  upon  the  ftein 
near  the  root,  and  others  at  regular  diflancei 
abote  one  another  to  the  top,  the  under  part 
of  the  Hem  will  be  of  a  confi4«rahl«  Aie,  and 
it  will  taper  gradually  upwards,  fo  as  toflMkl 
extremely  firm  and  fecure.  But,  if  all- tbs 
branches  are  at  once  lopped  away  from  tbt 
flcm,  and  it  is  allowed  to  remain  naked  to  A 
coitlidcrablc  height,  it  continues  nearly  of  the 
lame  itze  from  ihe  root  to  the  part  where eba 
branches  begin  to  fet  out;  and  being  thus  la 
lung  and  llcnder,  it  is  not  of  a  lu$(iciit 
ilrcngih  to  lupport  the  top,  fo  as  to  be,  ia 
many  cafes,  bent  down  towards  the  groOttd, 
and  continue  to  grow  in  a  diflortcd  Uagilli* 
ing  cordition.  This  is  more  particularlyad)* 
fcrvable  in  the  broad-leaved  Scots  elm,  aa^ 
the  frocll  ihooting  pear-trees,  than  any  otbtr 
I'pccies  of  trees  th^t  1  know :  but  the  (atac 
plianoraenon  is  obfervablc  in  all  troes,  ia  s 
fmatler  or  greater  degree,  according  to  tbc 
vigour  or  pliability  of  their  (hoots.  *  -t 
But,  as  the  lap  always  more  naturally  I* 
feends  in  an  upright  than  a  lateral  direoiofi, 
if,  by  any  means,  fevcral  llrong  (boots  are 
made  to  Ipiing  from  any  part  of  t&c  HoUt 
thtfe  allBrnc  an  upright  direction,  and  coach 
auc  ti.>draw  away  a  great  deal  of  oouriAiatfat 
to  thciT.fclves ;  fo  that  the  weaker  horiaoi^ 
Ihtiots  below  them,  not  being  able  to  attitQ 
to  ihcmfclves  a  fufficient  quantity  of  fiy, 
they  begin  to  languilh ;  till  at  length;  flibw 
and  more  weakened  by  tbc  (hade  and  4l^ 
ping  of  the  blanches  al>ovc  i!»cm,  they  gfl- 
dually  fall  away.  Having  thus,  for  u  cubSt 
helped  to  increafe  the  fizc  of  ihe  undernpipiof 
the  (tcm,roas  to  cnabie  it  properly  to  fapport 
its  top,  iuiurc  gradually  frees  hcrfclt  Itf*® 
thtfc  ufclels  branc(*cs ;  and,  by  ihrirgradw 
decay,  the  ftcm  is  left  ot  that  dclicatr 
form  w'hieh  Is  bell  adapted  both  fof 
and  beauty,  d  his  is  tlic  regular  progrn^ 
nature  if  left  lo  herfclf.  It  oughf  nr fcr 
fludv  ot  man  to  imp  ovc  upon  the  hint# 
ihe  altords  him,  and  to  dire fb her  epvidw^. 
fo,  ns  that  they  may  bed  coocur 
picmotuig  his  dcfigns.  ^  'f 
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flipptd  in  the  top  when  young ;efpecUl* 
ly  in  thplV;  calc*  where  the  hedge  ha* 
mide  vigorous  Qioot*  the  firft 
^ndy  if  it  (hall  be  fouad  that  tbit  it,  in 
general,  the  cafe,  we  muft  conclude^  that 
this  pratilicc  tends  to  roake  the  hedge 
thinner,  as  well  is  weaker  than  it  would 
have  been  if  it  had  been  iniircly  omit¬ 
ted. 

But,  if  an  hedge  is  alluwed  to  advance 
in  height,  without  being eut  in  the  top, 
the  Imall  branches  that  fpring  out  luar 
the  root,  nut  being  Rarved  by  the  extra¬ 
ordinary  fudii>n,  or  fufftreVid  by  the 
foadc  of  too  luxuriant  bra.nches  above 
them,  continue  to  live,  and  dciain  a  part 
of  the  Tap,  fo  as  to  make  the  nnder  part 
of  the  Rem  Rill  continue  to  inCrtalc  in 
l.iiLe  and  Rrength,  and  be  well  able  to 
fupport  the  fmall  top  that  it  thru*  ac¬ 
quires.  And,  if  the  moR  luxuriant  Rde- 
hranclies  that  may  fpring  out  abovc>'are, 
from  time  to  time,  pruned  away,  1*9  as 
not  to  be  allowed  to  ovcr-fliadc  thofc 
that  may  be  below,  thefe  laR  will  conti¬ 
nue  to  grow  as  long  as  the  hedge  exiR.t^ 
And  as,  by  this  management,  there  will 
be  but  few  Rde-branches  of  any  confide- 
rablc  fize,  the  principal  Rems  will  ad¬ 
vance  with  very  great  vigour,  gradually 
tapering  from  the  rout  upwards*  1  can¬ 
not  be  too  particular  in  adviRrig  the 
buibandman  to  beUow  almoR  his  whole 
attention  to  the  proper  formation  of  the 
upright  Rems  of  the  hedge;  becaufe,  u- 
pt)n  this,  the  whole  future  Rrength  of 
the  hedge  muR  intirely  depend:  and,  if 
thefe  are  once  rightly  formed,  it  will  be 
an  cafy  matter  to  give  it  every  quality 
that  we  could  wilh  for  in  a  hedge.  For, 
if  thefe  Rrong  Rems  fliould  even  be  in¬ 
tirely  dcRiiulc  irf  fmall  branches,  they 
may  be  made  to  pulli  out  abundance  of 
theic  whenever  it  may  be  thought  necef- 
tary,  only  by  making  a  flight  wound  in 
^thc  naked  Rem,  where*ever  you  deflre 
that  young  branches  Ihould  appear:  for, 
below  every  loch  wound,  a  number  of 
(mall  RiooU  will  fpring  forth  the  eufuing 
feafon  ;  the  points  of  which  being  cutoff, 
will  fend  out  i  Rill  greater  number  of 
I  (mail  tw’igs,  which,  by  being  frequently 
cut,  will,  in  a  fhort  time,  form  a  coveiing 
as  clofc  as  could  be  dcRied.  The  truth 
of  thisreafoning,  1  myfclf  experienced  at 
a  very  early  period  uf  icy  life;  for,  ha¬ 
ving  then  bad  occaRan  to  drels  a  garden 
that  was  furrounded  by  an  old  hedge, 
which  had  always  btea  allowed  to  grow 
^  uaiure  prutnplcd^  cever,  ioAi  I  know 


oft  having  been  touched  ditibcr  hf  kiiiy 
orfciilirs,!  found  tbeoraochciRraggiM 
very  far  on  every  bde,  ^ail  of  wbidi.  g 
caufed  to  be  cut  off  quUn  clofie  hj  ^ 
upright  Rems,  which  then  Were  left 
tirely  naked,,  and  uppeated  like  as  maa|y 
May  poles  placed  bcfld^  auotto^ 
but,  by  cutting  i  good  many  flight  aok* 
ohes  all  ahmg  tbcGr^Rcm*,  at  the  diftancs 
of  a  few  inches  from  one  mother, 
were,  in  one  year,  intirely  covered  witji 
young  (hoots;  which,  by  being  cut  once 
or  twice  in  one  leafou,  put  out  (iicii  M 
number  of  (mailer  ramiflcationi,  an  ioa 
ftiurt  time  formed  a  coveriiig^fo  very 
dole,  that  it  was  hardly  pofhble  to  lee  a* 
ny  ol)jc^  through  it  at  any  part :  nor  did 
I  ever,  in  my  life,  Re  a  hedge,  that,  ei¬ 
ther  for  Rrength  or  beauty,  could  be 
compared  with  this  one  ;  many  of  the 
Rems  being  fix  or  eight  iQches  ta  diacue- 
ter  ;  and  they  grew  fa  dole  to  one  itio* 
ther,  that  no  animal  larger  than  a  fmall 
bird  could  poflibly  have  penetrated  it. 

From  thefe  obfervations,!  hope,  tt«i|i 
appear  evident,  that  if  we  wiRi  to  have  m 
right  hedge,  either  for  Rrength  or  do£r- 
nefs,  it  is  of  importance  tieycr  to  (hortcii 
the  top  (hoots;  at  leaR,  while  it  is  young. 
iHut  it  is  always  of  ufe  to  prune  the  fide*; 
cutting  (if  ail  the  lateral  Rioots,  with 
th(f  feiffars,  quite  dole  to  the  Upright 
Rem’a,  after  the  ftrR  year’s  growth.  Aud 
if,  after  the  growth  of  the  fecond  year,  it 
fhouli?  happen,  that  too  ma/vy  fllQ^a 
have  l[9rung  out  at  (he  lop  of  the 
year’s  Ihvois  (which  very  frequently  i« 
the  cafe),  thefe  fupernumer^ic*  (hoiUd 
be  cautiou'^y  pruned  away  with  a  kuife; 
taking  away  all  the  Rrong  upright, grow¬ 
ing  biaQcbc.%  excepting  one  f^or.aRem; 
being  always  particularly  carefui  to  ept 
them  away  dofe  tv  the  Rem  from 
which  they  iprVg :  for,  if  this  eautioa 
were  ncgledeu^  a  greater  nuniibcr  oC 
fliooU  would  4^nng,  out^  frorh  the 
wound,  and  the  wlady  be  tnereafedj^- 
ther  than  diaiiniOicilv  ^1^  thefe  ciccum(^D- 
Ces  are  attended  to,  t\c  hedge  will  need  oo. 
other  care  ever  after  vsgrds,  but  to  be  .de¬ 
fended  from  cattle,  kept  free  of  weeds, 
and  dipped  in  the  fide*  fqr  fomeiime 
once  a-year;  being  always  careful, ‘at 
each  dipping,  to  go  as  doie  to  the  laft  aa 
can  be  eafl’y  done;  but,  iiT«  particular 
manner,  be  attentiye  the  (UR  time  ymi 
perform  this  operation,  to  clip  it  near 
to  the  upright  Rems  as  poflib^  ;,.for«  in 
tbele  fide-bracchc*  muR  always  extend  d 
little  farther  #t  cycrj  if  tbi% 
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caution  is  not  obferved,  thefe  lateral 
ilianks,  will,  iti  time,  become  naked; 
and  the  intenral  between  the  ribs  (as  the 
upright  (hoots  may  properlv  be  called), 
and  the  reticular  tegument  (or  (kin)  that 
covers  the  iurface,  would  be  too  great, 
and  form  a  very  difagreeable  void. 

If  thefe  rules  are  obferved  for  a  few 
years,  the  hedge,  while  it  advances  in 
height,  will  become  at  clofe  in  the  Tides 
as  could  be  wifbed  for.  And,  although 
the  clipping  of  the  (ides  ftiould  be  dif* 
continued  after  a  few  years,  it  will  be  in 
no  danger  of  running  into  great  diforder : 
for,  18  the  vigour  of  the  fidc-lhoots  will 
have  been  much  diminidied  by  having 
btrn  fo  frequently  divided,  none  of  them 
will  afterwards  advance  to  fuch  a  dif* 
tance  as  to  deform  or  hurl  the  hedge;  To 
that  this  operation  may  be  difeontinued, 
unleTs  where  very  great  neatnefs  is  re¬ 
quired.

IMPRESSED  with  the  w’armcft  fenti- 
ments  of  loyalty  and  affe^ion  to  our 
jnoft  gracious  fovt reign, and  zealoufly  at¬ 
tached  to  his  perfou,  family,  and  go¬ 
vernment,  we,  his  majefty’s  faithful  fub- 
jec'ts,  the  reprefentatives  of  his  antient 
and  loyal  colony  of  Nevv-York,  behold 
with  the  deeptft  concern  the  unhappy 
difputes  fubfitting  between  the  mother- 
country  and  her  colonies,  convinced  that 
the  grandeur  and  ftrength  of  the  Britifli 
empire,  the  prote^on  and  opulence  of 
bis  majefty’fi  American  dominions,  and 
the  happinefs  and  welfare  of  both,  de¬ 
pend  efl'entially  on  a  reftoration  of  har¬ 
mony  and  affedtlon  between  them; — we 
feel  the  moft  ardent  deCre  to  promote  a 
cordial  reconciliation  with  the  parent 
Rate,  which  can  be  rendered  permanent 
and  folid  only  bv  alccitaining  the  line  of 
parliamentary  authority,  and  American 
freedom,  rtn  juft,  equitable,  and  conftitu- 
liosal  grounds*  To  thefe  f^dutary^ 


purpofes,  and  to  itprefcn^  the  grienneef 
under  which  we  labour,  by  the  inuova. 
t ions  which  have  been  made  in  the  coa- 
ftitutiooal  mode.of-governinent  fince  the 
clofc  of  the  laft  war,  we  (ball  proc^ 
with  that  firmnefs  ^hich  becomes  the 
defeendants  of  Enghfhmen,  and  A  people 
accuftomed  to  tbe  bleftingt  of  Kbetty, 
and  at  the  fame  time  with. tbe  defe react 
and  refpedt  which  is  due  to  this  Auteft

An  exemption  from  internal  tmlioiljr^ 
and  the  excluftve  right  of  providiogt^^ 
the  fupport  of  our  own  civil  goveriiafK0ll|' 
and  the  adminiftration  of  juftice  ifzihii 
colony,  we  efteem  our  undoubted  bkd; 
unalienable  rights,  as  EnglithmetipbAlT 
while  we  claim  thefe  eftential  rightq  if  . 
with  equal  pleafurc  and  Uutb  wccan  (W  ^ 
dare,  that  we  ever  have  been, 
will  be  ready  to  bear  our  full  propofttoi'* 
of  aids  to  tbe  crown  for  the  puWiclirJ 
vice,  and  to  make  proviiion  for  thole 
ctlfiry  purpolcs,  in  as  amploanrf  idg**- 
quate  a  manner  as  the  ctrcumftaoocit^; . 

Adqatfdt^^' 
thefe  fciiiimenis,  whHe  we'addr^obiwr' 
fclves  to  a  Bfitifh  houfc-  of  contmci^*- 
v.'hich  has  ever  been*  fo  fcnfiWr’tikli^ 
rights  of  the  people,  and  (o  tenacioiP^-"^ 
preferving  them  from  vlolatioii;caBri| 
a  milter  of  furprtfc,  that  wc  ^ottkl 
the  moft  diftrelfiiif  apprebciifalw^^Pj^j 
the  ad  of  the  BritiftH^nRaflieeyii^l^ 
clariag  their  right  to.  biad 
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to  all  cafes  whatcfcr  ?  A  princfolc  which 
has  been  actually  excrcifed  Wy  the  fta* 
tutes  made  for  the  foie  and  exprefs  pur- 
pofe  o(  railing  a  retenue  in  America* 
elpecially  for  the  fupport  of  government, 
and  the  other  ufual  idJ  ordinary  ferricci 
of  the  colonies.  ‘ 

The  trial  by  a  jury  of  the  vicinage  in  * 
caufes  civil  and  criminal,  trifing  within 
the  colony,  we  conftdcr  as  clfential^  to 
the  fecuriiy  of  our  lives  and  liberties, 
and  one  of  the  main  ptllars  of  the  con-  ^ 
ftitution;  and  therefore  view  with  hor¬ 
ror  the  conftrudtion  of  the  (latute  of  the 
35th  of  Henry  VIII.  as  held  up  by  the 
joint  addrefs  of  bt)th  houfes  of  parlia¬ 
ment  in  1 769,  advifing  his  majefty  to  fend 
for  perfons  guilty  of  tftafon,  and  mif- 
prifions  of  treafon,  in  the  colony  of 
Mafl'achufett’s-Bay,  in  order  to  be  tried 
in  England ;  and  we  are  equally  alarmed 
at  the  late  impowering  his  majefty 
to  fend  perfons  guilty  of  offences  in  one 
colony  to  be  tried  in  another,  or  withio 
the  realm  of  England. 

When  we  conftdcr  that  the  cognizance 
of  caufes  ariling  on  the  land  has,  by  the 
wiidom  of  the  Engliih  conftitution,  been 
appropriated  to  the  courts  of  common 
law,  and  the  jurifdidtion  of  the  admiral* 
ty  confined  to  caufes  purely  marine,  we 
regard  the  great  alterations  that  have 
^cn  made  in  that  wholefomc  fyftem  of 
'aws,  by  extending  the  powers  of  the 
ourts  of  admiralty,  authorifing  the 
iidges  certificates,  to  indemnify  the 
rofccutor  from  damages  he  might  olhcr- 
ife  be  liable  to,  giving  them  a  concur- 
nt  jurifdiCVion  with  the  courts  of  corn- 
on  law,  and  by  that  means  depriving 
he  American  fubjeft  of  his  trial  by  a  ju* 

,  as  deftrudlive  to  freedom,  and  injuri- 
.  s  to  our  property. 

We  mult  alfo  complain  of  the  of 
eorge  in.  chap  59.  requiring  the  legif* 
ture  of  this  colony  to  make  provifion 
r  the  expence  of  fupplyiug  troops, 
artered  amongfl  ns,  with  the  ncceffa- 
s  preferibed  by  that  law,  and  holding 

it  by  any  other  aft,  a  fofpenfion  of  our 
siftathre  powers  till  we  fhould  have 
mplied,  as  it  would  have  included  all 
c  effefts  of  a  tax,  and  implies  diftruft  of 
ir  fteadinefa  to  contribute  to  the  pub- 
iervior. 

Nor*  in  claiming  thefe  eflTerrtial  rights, 
►  'we  entertain  the  raoft  diftant  defire 
independence  on  the  parent  kingdonu 
y  acicnowledge  the  parliament  of  Oreat 
itaia  ncccBirily  totillcd  to  a  fbpreme 


direftion  and  governmeot  over  the  w^e 
empire,  for  a  wife,  powerfulf  and  laftlng 
prefervation  of  the  great  bond  of  uaion 
and  fafety  among  all  the  braoebet-r^. 
Tbeir  authority  to  regulate  the  trade  •! 
the  colooiet,  fp  as  to  make  it  fubfervieut 
to  the  intefell  JoF  |bc  mother- country^ 
and  to  prevent  its  being  iniurious  to 
other  parts  of  his  m^elly*s  dominioosir  1 
has  ever  been  fully  recognised;  but  an  , 
exemption  from  duties  on  all  articles  of 
commerce  which  we  impart  from  Great ,, 
Britain,  Ireland,  and  the  BritiQi  planta*  * 
tions,  or  ou  commodities  which  do  not 
interfere  with  their  produfts  or  roanu- 
faftures,  we  can  jnftly  claim;  and  al¬ 
ways  expeft  that  our  commeVee  will  be 
charged  with  no  other  than  a  neceflary  , 
regard  to  the  trade  and  intereft  of  Great 
Britain,  and  her  colonies,  evidently  de¬ 
mands:  At  the  fame  time  we  humt^jF  t* 
conceive,  that  the  moncy-arifiog  from  au 
duties  raifed  in  this  colony  fhould  be 
paid  into  the  colony  treafury,  to  be  f 
drawn  by  requifitions  of  the  crowo  to 
the  general  alTembly,.  for  the  fixurtif 
and  defence  of  the  whole  empire* 

We  cannot  avoid  mentioning,  among, 
our  grievances,  .the  aft  fpr  prohibiting 
the  legiflature  of  this  colony  from  pa& 
(ing  any  law  for  the  emUfion  bf.a  papcTf 
currency  to  be  a  legal  tender  in  the  co¬ 
lony.  Our  commerce  afifords  fo  (mall  4 
return  of  fpecie,  that,  without  a  papcff 
currency,  fupported  on  the  credit, ot  the 
colony,  our  trade  and  the  change  of  the 
property  muft  neceflarily  decreak*  . 
Without  this  expedient  we  never  flkquld 
have  been  able  to  comply  with  the  re^^ 
quifitions  of  the  crown  duripg  the  laiSt 
war,  or  to  grant  ready  aids  on  any  fud*,, 
den  emergencies.  The  credit  o(  out 
bills  has  ever  been  fecured  from  depre* 
elation  by  the  fhort  periods  limited  for 
their  duration,  and  finking  them  by  taxe* 
raifed  on  the  people;  and  the  want  of 
this  power  may  in  future  prevent  Jhia 
majefty*s  faithful  fahjefti  here  from  tel- 
tifying  their  loyalty  and  afieftioa  to  oop 
gracious  fovetcign,  and  from  granting, 
fueb  aids  IS  may  be  necciTary^foy  t>be  gc^ 
neral  weal  and  fafety  of  the  ^itlfi^  em** 
pire:  nor  can  we  avoid ^‘rcpionftratiDg 
agal nil  this  aft  as  an  ab'rmgineot  of 
royal  prerogative,  aud  a  violatlaii  of  ouv

idive  been  expended  by  our  legiflatures 
Id  coodliaring  the  frieiidfliip  of  the  fa- 
v^cs,  and  the  effential  fervices  which 
were  derived  to  the  Britifh  arms,  during 
the  laft  war,  from  our  alliance  with,  and 
influence' over -them,  founded  oaafree 
and  unreftrained  commerce.  We  are 
at  a  tofs  to  account  why  articles  import¬ 
ed  from  the  continental  colonies,  and 
imported  into  the  province  «»f  Quebec, 
Aootd  be  loaded  with  heaviei  duties 
than  thofe  brought  from  the  Wtft-lndia 
iflandi,  by  which,  while  we  are  deprived 
of  a  moft  lucrative  branch  of  commerce, 
we  behold  a  diferimination  made  be¬ 
tween  us  and  the  fugar  colonies  to  our 
prejudice,  equally  injurious  and  unuic- 
tiled.

His  jordihij)  pj^occcilrd  to  rc^i  • 
the  ccntcnttof'a  ,h5ll  which  be  had  fra¬ 
med’ to  cfTc^iiatetUc  repeal  of  (ht 
bee  n(k.  In  fbpport  of  the  bill  thus  in? 
troducid  by  hU  lirdOiip,  he  urged,  that, 
the  kipg,  at  the  conclufion  .of  the  laft 
treaty  of  f^ace,  *  had  pledged  his  royal 
yrord  to  fuch  of  his'Protellant  fubje^ls  as 
went  over  to  fettle  at  (^cbec,  that  they 
^oold  enjoy  all  the  rights  of  EnglUh* 
men  ;  i^herras,  by  the  laft  bill  for  regu¬ 
lating  the  government  of  Quebec,  defpo- 
tifm  in  civil,  and  the  Romaii  Catholic  re¬ 
ligion  in  ccclcfiaftrcal  concerns  were  fully 
cftablithrd.  The  French  inhabitants  of 
Quebec  had  not  folicited  for  fuch  an  c- 
ftabliOiment  *  alt  they  wilhed  for  was  to 
^  itenred  againd  Proteftaut  perfecution, 
ivblch  a  toleration  of  their  religious  fyf» 
teni  of  worfliip  would  every  way  tffV^tu- 
ate.  The  nobleffc  of  Canada  had  indeed 
exprefled  their  utmofl  acquicfcence  in 
the  Quebec  bill,  but  the  French  fn-blcfte 
were  .ihv.iys  known  to  rejoice  in  lire  c- 
(I'ibliniment  ot  delputifqi^  as  it  iiululgc^ 
them  in  th^ir  natural  propenfities  to  play 
the  tyrant. '  Hence  the  fyftem  of  Fngliih 
jurifj  rudence  imilt  be  inimical  to  il.cir 
views,  as  that  glorious  equality,  favour¬ 
ed  by  the  Fnglilh  law, excluded  fuch  petty 
tyrants  from  aPy  participation  in  lliego- 
vernnunt.  Lou'  CambJen  added,  that 
the  power  cnnfcrrtd  by  the  Quebec  till 
pn  the  governor  of  that  province  h^.d  ve¬ 
ry  j^rftly  alarmed  the  Auu  ricans;  f(»r  by 
ll.j  article  of  l!.e  inftrt^tions  g;vcn 
tog^Mie<al  CarU  t«»n,hc  was  invtfled  with 
the  fc!e  direction  of  the  Indian  ir-.nlc, 
ai  d  there  vvas'iib  manner  of  doubt  bnt 
be  wo  u!d  txercife  his  jnrifdidtiun  in  a 
manner  moft  beneficial  to  Canada,  to  the 
prejudice  of  the  other  An.erican  eolo- 
r:c*.  The  Proteftants,  his  lordlhip  a* 
veircd,  had’  Inccefsfully  applied  Itiem- 
fclvcs  to  agficuUuu.  Dming  the  fird 
year  of  their  feltlemtnt  they  had  only  cx- 
poited  27,cco  quarters  of  wheat;  where¬ 
as,  during  the  ccurfe  of  the  Ull  year, 
their  exports  had  amounted  to  upwards 
of  f^c.oco  quarters;  ftio^dd,  however, 
the  (Quebec  bill  patfed  in  the  laft  ftflions 
of  par  liair.rr.t,  be  permitted  to  continue 
In  its  preft  nt  Form,  fo  calamitoua  would 
be  itsrpuaiiniis,  that  the  Pndcftaiu^,  tu 

(exempt  thrmfclvts  from  feeling  . 
^aucful  effects,  would  collect  in  their 


debits^  and  flee*  from  #  ibil  upbart  *ci4 
and  pccld^ic'^tyrtiwy  prvdomhiatfd. 
His  Jordikip'  contended,  ihat<  it  ws» 
(Irsnge  ab'furdity  colbe,  in  ast  Enghfli^ 
louy,  the  Pt^pilh  Ibolcfics  expofcd  totbp 
admiration  of*  the  beholders;'  to  tiei^ 
Popilh  pritfts  carrying  about  their <k>Ib 
to  excite  devotion  in  an  ignoriut  molti* 
lude.  Nor  was  this  all;  Tbg  Poplfif) 
piiefts  were  not  only  tolerated  in  a  free  ^ 
cxercifc  of  their  rcligiout  fupcrftitlooq. 
they  were  intrufted  with  the  potter  «f  i 
colle^ing  tythcl,acd  the  veltment  of  tbla 
power  WAS  made  perpetual  in  their  ordets 
His  lordfhip  concluded  by  obfervingy 
that  the  Quebec  bUl.fcemed  ip  have  hero 
principally  framed  with  a  view  ikf  check* 
ing  the  ardour  of  tbc  other  Americaacp* 
lonies  in  their  praife- worthy  itrugglo 
for  liberty.  But  the  advifers  of  this‘ifa< 
conllitutional  a^  lliould  have  conftdfredl^  t 
that,  as  the  oath  of  fuprcmacy  Hire*- 
dcred  void,  the  inftant  tbe  Popifb  kray 
ftiall  march  beyond  the  Popifh  teriitord 
rics,  the  allegiance  of  Papifts  alfo 
the  ground  with  their  oaths  of  fujprciri^ 
cy.  With  refped  to  civil  immuttU’ifs,  thcd

The  Duie  of  Rtchmond  obfttvfcd, 
that  he  had  known  government  a  fuifli* 
cient  lime  to*  be  apprifed  how  cafy  U 
WAS  for  wicked  minUteri,  in  order  Cd 
fereen  thcmfelvei,  and  give  fome  Cdlottr 
to  the  deed*  of  darknef*  they  had  epdt- 
ir.ititd,  to  procure  addrcITes  of  thanks; 
yet  what  forprifed  hi*  grace  the  moft 
was,  that  a  bench  of  fuppofed  Proteftant 
bifhops,  who  were  fo  fcrupuluu*  about 
religion,  that  when  a  bill  wa*  depending 
ill  that  houfe  fome  few  years  Rnce  only 
to  tolerate  Proteftants,  who  differed, 
and  that  in  non^efTcniiali,  but  trivIalTy 
from  thcmfelvcs,  they  would  not  give 
their  aflent  to  it ;  but  in  the  prefent  af¬ 
fair  they  had  flood  forth  the  avowed 
fupportcri  of  Popery* 

The  Arcbbi/bop  of  Canterbury  faid, 
he  thought  himfelf  called  on  to  declare 
his  fcntiinenU,  which  were,  that  he  by 
Do  mean*  thought  the  bill  in  difpute  bad 
ejlabli/bed  Popery^  for  in  hi*  opinion  it* 
had  only  tolerated  it.
